every age.

There are only two county¬ 
wide governing bodies of el¬ 
ected officials in Prince 
George 3 s County—the Coun¬ 
ty Council and the Board of 
Education . Currently , the 
Chairs of both are Green- 
belters. Previously , the News 
Review published an inter¬ 
view with Richard Castaldi, 
Chair of the County Coun¬ 
cil This is the first of a ser¬ 
ies of articles based on an 
interview with the Chair of 
the Board of Education, Su¬ 
zanne M . Plogman . 

In between her morning 
run and the time to £>ick up 
her son, Alex, from Kinder- 
camp at Center School, Su¬ 
zanne Plogman took more 
than two hours from her 
busy schedule to be inter¬ 
viewed by this reporter. A 
previous interview appoint¬ 
ment had had to be resched¬ 
uled because she needed to 
attend a meeting of the 
County Council. 

The interview was conducted 
in one of the meeting rooms of 
the Swimming Pool, a location 
not only convenient to Center 
School, but one which gave her 
the opportunity to check on her 
older son, Luke, who was swim¬ 
ming there as part of the Rec¬ 
reation Department's Kreative 
Kids Camp program. 

Plogman was born and raised 
in Baltimore. She earned a B A. 
degree in education at Hood Col¬ 
lege in Frederick and an M A, 
in Special Education at the Uni¬ 
versity of Arizona. She has lived 
in Prince Georges County since 
1978, when she became a teacher 
in the county school system. She 
and her husband, Rennie Mihalo- 
vic, moved to Greenbelt in 1981 
and now reside on Ridge Road in 
the North Ridge Subdivision with 
their two young sons. A third 
child is expected to make her 
debut in the middle of August. 

Plogman became interested in 
local politics and became active 
in the Franklin and Eleanor 
Roosevelt Democratic Club in 
Greenbelt. She also took an ac¬ 
tive role in the election cam¬ 
paigns of Parris Glendening and 
was involved with the National 
Organization for Women 
(NOW). Later she was appointed 
by Glendening to the Commission 
for Women and served for a 
number of years. In 1986, she 
declared herself a candidate for 
the Board of Education and won 
the election. However, before 
that could happen, incumbent 
Leslie Kramer resigned and the 
County Executive appointed 
Plogman in October to fill out 
the balance of the term. Plog¬ 


man was re-elected to a four- 
year term in 1990. 

Accomplishments 

Plogman is proud of her con¬ 
tributions to the school board 
to date and the changes she has 
achieved in the school system. 
When asked to identify those 
accomplishments, she listed eight 
as being of particular impor¬ 
tance to her. 

(1) Plogman sponsored a board 
resolution that was enacted re¬ 
quiring high school students to 
have one-half credit in health 
education in order to graduate- 
Before the requirement became 
effective for the class of 1988, 
the course had been an elective 
which was takken by only 10% 
of students. Plogman believed 
that it was essential for stu¬ 
dents to have a better awareness 
of health matters, such as the 
spread of AIDS. 

(2) Another resolution auth¬ 
orized by Plogman and enacted 
by the board called for a survey 
of school system employees to 
determine their needs for child 
day care- As a result of the sur¬ 
vey, the school system opened 
a child care center at the Glen- 
ridge Elementary School in New 
Carrollton, The facility is op¬ 
erated by the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission. It is filled and there 
is a waiting list. 

New School 

(3) Plogman is very excited 
about the construction of the 
new elementary school in Green¬ 
belt and is pleased with her role 
in resolving the issue over wheth¬ 
er there should be a new school 
or whether Center School should 
be rehabilitated and expanded, 
“After the many years of de¬ 
bate, the school will be com¬ 
pleted in another year” she 
hopes. “I think the community 
center is an exciting concept as 


well. There has certainly been 
a lot of organizational interest 
in the facility.” 

(4) Plogman became concerned 
when a group of kids ganged up 
on a couple of kids at one school. 
“I wanted to send a clear mes¬ 
sage that gang attacks are 
not acceptable behavior in our 
school,” she commented. As a 
result, she sponsored a resolu¬ 
tion that was adopted to auto¬ 
matically expel students involved 
in group, or gang, fights. 

(5) Plogman is proud of the 
Howard B. Owens Science Cen¬ 
ter located east of Greenbelt 
near DuVal High School, Its 
Challenger Learning Center is 
directly connected to the Johnson 
Space Center in Houston and is 
heavily used by public school 
children. “I proposed a resolu¬ 
tion that would enable the pri¬ 
vate and parochial school kids 
to use the center when it was 
not being used by public school 
students,” she advised. The reso¬ 
lution was adopted. 

Management Audit 

(6) Last May, Plogman co¬ 
authored with board member 
Marcy Canavan a resolution that 
was adopted that called for a 
management audit of the school 
system. The county will be fund¬ 
ing the audit and the Chamber 
of Commerce is actively involved 
as well, A management audit of 
the county is also to be done. 
The school audit will be done by 
outsiders, “Marcy and I feel that 
there is a need to demonstrate 
to the public that there is little

The Labor Day Festival will

Funding 

As in past years, contributions 
from business are essential to 
carry on the Festival, which is 
a non-profit, all-volunteer event. 
Except for a small fee for ex¬ 
penses, the community organiza¬ 
tions keep all the funds raised 
in each booth or with each ac¬ 
tivity. The city's contribution 
consists primarily of essential 
services, from the Public Works, 
Recreation, and Police Depart¬ 
ments and other city employees. 

The Festival receives a portion 
of the income from the carnival 
rides and then depends upon con¬ 
tributions to pay for bands, 
floats, stage entertainment, pub¬ 
licity, supplies, and all other ex¬ 
penses. This year's budget is 
$45,000. Some funds were avail¬ 
able from the previous year to 
begin work on the Festival; the 
rest must be raised by the Fes¬ 
tival’s start. This year's ambit-

GHI Board Discusses 


Blocked View Current Computer System 


To the Editor: 

Old Greenbelt is a unique com¬ 
munity because it is a planned 
community; service side facing 
the street where trash containers 
are closeted so they are out of 
sight, etc. The garden side fac¬ 
ing inner block is designed to 
have gardens, etc. But now 
Greenbelt can properly be called 
“Shanty Town* *— what with all 
the sheds everywhere. 

From the doorway on the gar- 
denside of my home there are 
four sheds within 100 yards. 
There is one place on Southway 
where you look across the yards 
and your view is blocked by three 
sheds. 

The planners of this commun¬ 
ity never intended that it should 
be cluttered up with these sheds/ 
shacks — of that I have no 
doubt. If GHI had any aesthetic 
comprehension, it would require 
these sheds to be placed flush up 
against the main house structure 
as a few of the homeowners have 
done. 

,1 am sure the ho me-owners think 
these little “barn" structures 
are cute.” But, nonetheless — 
they clutter up the landscape and 
the view across the area — bloc¬ 
king ones view. 

In the center of the block is a 
sidewalk that used to be a joy to 
walk and look at peoples’ gardens 
and yards. Now walking between 
these sheds reminds me of walk¬ 
ing in an alley in the inner city. 

If GHI can dictate such foolish¬ 
ness as telling me that I have to 
“paint my fence within the next 
two weeks” — most certainly 
they mush be able to advise 
homeowners where their sheds 
can be placed once a permit has 
been gotten to erect one. And if 
GHI personnel have any aesthet¬ 
ic values — or any concern about 
following the original plans for 
this “planned” community, then 
certainly they can tell them to 
be placed against the main house 
structure and not block and ob¬ 
scure the views within the town.

The Audit Committee had also 
made arrangements to have a 
consultant review the system and 
evaluate its current status. The 
Board sought to formalize the 
status of the consultant and the 
amount of access which could be 
permitted. It was finally agreed 
that Manager Ron Colton would 
review the Audit Committee 
findings and report back on the 
current operations of the com¬ 
puter system and how it con¬ 
formed or did not with the Audit 
Committee observations. 

In response to another aspect 
of the Audit Committee’s report 
on access to .salary information, 
the manager was directed to 
make available at the next board 
meeting a copy of the various 
salary ranges 

Information Systems 

Based on information provided 
by GHI management and staff, 
the Audit Committee made a 
number of recommendations to 
strengthen the computerized sys¬ 
tem as it was installed a year 
ago. The Audit Committee rec¬ 
ommended that GHI have a pol¬ 
icy of using only registered soft¬ 
ware, make several changes in 
its security system, establish a 
computer manager to control all 
aspects of the system, and to 
move toward a more integrated 
data base management system. 
This year the Audit Committee 
plans to embark on an audit of 
the computer information sys¬ 
tems maintained by GHI. 

Woodlands Committee 

The Board adopted a charter 
for the Woodlands Committee 
which among other provisions 
authorizes the committee to make 
recommendations concerning the 
management and preservation of 
GHI woodlands, to advise me 
Board on forest management 
practices, to review and recom¬ 
mend changes to GHI’s forest 
management plans, to inspect the 
woodlands, and to organize and 
promote projects where members 
can assist in the care of the 


woodlands. A motion to have un¬ 
limited membership on the com¬ 
mittee failed as did a specific 
motion t?o limit membership to 
nine members. A number of mem¬ 
bers have indicated to Board 
President Ray McCawley that 
they are interested in serving 
on the Woodlands Committee. 

Other Business 

GHI approved contributions 
to the Greenbelt Arts Center 
annual Art Show and Auction 
and the 1992 Greenbelt Labor 
Day Festival, It tabled a mo¬ 
tion to prepay the 1986 loan with 
the National Cooperative Bank 
for rehab of the larger GHI 
homes. A draft letter requested 
proposals from accounting firms 
to perform the 1992 audit was 
reviewed and approved.

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1991 Outstanding Citizen 
Reflects on His Selection 

by Virginia Beauchamp 

“I was surprised as all get out,” said Ben Rosenzweig, 
commenting on the experience of being tapped last year 
as GreenfoeLt's Outstanding Citizen* “I was caught flat- 
footed. M Ben’s wife, Ethel, he went on, had urged him to 
put on a tie and jacket when they decided to drop down to 
the opening ceremonies for the 1991 Labor Day Festival. 
“But I resisted,” he said, “because it was too hot.” 


When Tom Renahan began 
listing the contributions of the 
mystery person, Rosenzweig said, 
“I wondered who this person 
was who had been doing all the 
things I had been up to. When 
Tom said my name, I was tickled 
and pleased. It was quite a 
show,” Of the many gifts he re¬ 
ceived as last year’s awardee, 
the best was the “Greenbelt Is 
Great” tee shirt from the Co-op 
Nursery School, he said- He 
wears that regularly when he 
walks around the lake. 

Rosenzweig was a Greenbelt 
pioneer, moving here with Ethel 
in 1938. Almost immediately he 
became immersed in community 
activities—especially in the form¬ 
ing of the many cooperatives for 
which Greenbelt is famous. He 
was a founding member of the 
food cooperative, Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Services, of GHI, and of 
the Greenbelt Credit Union. He 
stayed with GCS until it gave 
up its grocery store in 1984 but 
he still serves with the credit 
union, where he has been presi¬ 
dent of the board for the last 
25 years. He also serves on the 
finance committee for GHI. 

Now he is embarked on what 
may become another cooperative 
in the city if the work of a sen¬ 
ior housing committee comes to 
fruition. He is already vice- 
chairman of its steering commit¬ 
tee. He continues to be active, 
as well, with the Mishkan Torah 
synagogue, where he acts as trus¬ 
tee of special funds. 


Other Contributions 

Retirement does not seem to 
be in Rosenzweig’s vocabulary. 
He may have stepped down from 
his job as a civil servant with 
the federal government, but he 
continues to serve as a member, 
as he has since 1967, of the city’s 
Community Relations Advisory 
Board, which provides advice 
concerning employee concerns. 

Outside the city, he is a volun¬ 
teer with the Consumer Credit 
Counseling Service for southeast 
Maryland. This organization, 
which consists of five officers 
and a staff of 27, was formed 
to advise people on how to get 
out of debt. Rosenzweig serves 
as vice president and chairman 
of the finance committee 

Another major organization in 
which he participates is the Na¬ 
tional Association of Retired 
Federal Employees (NARFE), 
He serves on the federal legisla¬ 
tive committee of the Maryland 
State Federation where he is 
legislative liaison with Congres¬ 
sional District 5. “It puts me in 
touch with Congressman Steny 
Hoyer,” Rosenzweig said., He also 
is legislative chairman of the 
local chapter. 

He agreed that he attends a 
lot of meetings, “When I’m not 

doing that,” he said, “I do win¬ 
dows!” 

Asked to comment on his ex¬ 
perience in the last year as 
Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citizen, 
Rosenzweig said: “I want to 
wish all the best to whoever is 
the next lucky person.”

waste in the school system,” 
Plogman observed. “We need to 
have an outsider take a look. 
If there are problems, they 
should be corrected.” 

The proposal for the audit 
has been a cause of friction be¬ 
tween the school board and the 
county council. In his interview, 
Richard Castaldi expressed dis¬ 
pleasure with a ruling of the 
school board attorney that only 
the school board could conduct a 
management audit- School board 
members were reported in the 
press to be unhappy with the 
funds being budgeted in the 
county budget rather than in 
the schools budget. They also felt 
that the school system was be¬ 
ing singled out for audit when 
the original proposal was to 
audit the entire county govern¬ 
ment. 

Plogman attributes the prob¬ 
lems to misunderstandings that 
have now been straightened out. 
“It is our understanding that it 
will be a simple matter to trans¬ 
fer the money needed to pay for 


the cost of the audit,” she re¬ 
ported. 

(7) Last fall, Plogman init¬ 
iated a resolution to amend the 
code of conduct as relates to 
sexual harassment- “It declares 
that the Board wishes to main¬ 
tain an environment free of sex¬ 
ual harassment and makes the 
offense a violation.” she ad¬ 
vised. “In most cases counseling 
will be the method of dealing 
with the offense. When you are 
dealing with adolescents, there 
is partly a need for better edu¬ 
cation.” 

(8) The last accomplishment 
on Plogman’s list was a resolu¬ 
tion which she co-authored this 
spring that calls for the Board 
of Education to have fiscal au¬ 
tonomy and be able to levy its 
own property tax rather than 
going through the county coun¬ 
cil and executive. “‘In Maryland, 
all the school boards are under 
the county governments,” she 
noted. “We realize that there is 
resistance to the idea and that 
we will probably have to involve 
the other counties in the matter.” 


While Plogman realizes that au¬ 
tonomy will not be won easily, 
she did feel that it was appro- 
priate to. raise the issue at this 
time. “I expect that there will 
be a bill introduced in the next 
legislative session,” she stated 
School District Boundaries 

There are nine school board 
members elected from districts, 
just as there are nine county 
council members. However, the 
boundaries of the districts are' 
quite different. Whereas the 
Fourth Gouncilmanic District ex¬ 
tends east from Greenbelt to 
Bowie and includes Glenn Dale. 
School Board District 2. which 
includes Greenbelt, encompasses 
part or all of five other munici¬ 
palities to the south—Berwyn 
Heights, a large part of College 
Park. Hyattsville. Riverdale. Vew 
Carrollton and Edmonston, which 
was added by the most recent 
redistricting. The unincorporated 
Lanham-Seabrook area near Du- 
Val High School is also in the 
school board district. 

Another difference between the 
Board of Education and the ■ 
County Council is that while 
both have staggered terms, the 
number of terms up at one time, 
varies from five to four on the 
County Council while on the 
Board of Education, six members 
are elected at one time in one 
even-numbered year, while on'y 
three are elected the next time. 
Plogman is one of the group 
of three who are elected at the 
same time. 

When it comes to selecting the 
chair, both governing bodies aiv 
the same in that the members 
elect one of their members to 
be the chair. Both also tend to 
rotate the chair among the mem¬ 
bers on a yearly basis, although 
the County Council is more apt 
to elect a chair for more than 
one year’s time Plogman’s one- 
year term as chair will end in 
January. She looks forward to 
being able to step down and ra- 
duce the demands upon her as a 
member of the school hoard 
that she can devote more time 
to her family, and in particular 
to the new baby .

Bikes in the Center 

March, 1942—In an editorial, 
the Cooperator urged the town 
council to adopt a bicycle ordi¬ 
nance that had been placed on 
hold, calling it as “near perfect 
as possible.” The paper called 
the regulation of children riding 
bikes on the sidewalks in the 
commercial center and the wrong 
way on Centerway, often without 
a light or proper reflectors after 
sundown as an important safety 
measure. “If through the lack 
of proper training by the par¬ 
ents of these children, the chil¬ 
dren see fit to ignore the simple 
safety instructions given by the 
Police Department, then it be¬ 
comes necessary to pass a law 
for the protection of the many 
from the actions of the few,” the 
editorial concluded. 

(Note: There is a city ordi¬ 
nance now on the books prohibit¬ 
ing bicycle riding in the Roose¬ 
velt Center* It also includes a 
variety of other bicycle regula¬ 
tions, including the licensing of 
bicycles.)
